•A single case ot influenza appears occnsioniiUy, but usually the disease occurs in lessor or sreater 
epidemic form. People catch.it from each other.-They catch it so easily that it-is not unusual for a large 
'part of a comn\unity .to_come, down with It within the first few days of ah epidemic. Most epidemics of 
Influenza last leps than a month in one community but may nppcar in a number of places In one country 
or. in the world at tho same time or closely following one another.
